John Hampden. 


The Rey. E. H. Chapin D.D., of New 
York, delivered a brilliant lecture at the 
Town Hall,on Monday evening last. 
His subject was ** John Hampden,—the 
Progress of Popular Liberty,”

In beginning Dr. Chapin said that 
there have been men whose names are 
very familiar and whose influence is very 
great, and yet when we search histories 
we find but scant biographies. Their 
greatness was personal. Circumstances 
made them leaders in a party orin a 
cause, and perhaps in one act they 
changed the whole aspect of history. 
Such was the case with John Hampden. 
Unguestionably in the earlicr part of 
that memorable struggle which resulted 
in thegeath of Charles and the rise of 
Cromwell no man occupied a more prom- 
inent position. His history may be re- 
,garded as the history of the time. Of 
jcourse the history of that periodis famil- 
iar to all, and yet it is not uninteresting. 
jJohn Hampden was born in 1594 of a 
\rich and ancient family and was inti- 
jmately connected with Cromwell. 
At the age of eighteen he entered 
| Magdalen College, where he won high 
honors. He entered the law, and in 1619 
| was married. He was very much devoted 
to literature; but he could throw it aside 
for greater work. Hampden’s first ap- 
pearance in public was in the Parliament 
}of 1621-22, and it and the Parliament of 
1623-24 were the lasi held under King 
James.

From 
that fight Hampden rode away drooping 
on the neck of his horse, with two car- 
bine balls in his body. He was leaving 
the fight, not in inglorious retreat, but to 
die. After six day of excruciating pain 
he ceased to live. Thus died aman whom 
his friends regarded as a patriot and his 
enemies acknowledged to be a statesman.

Mending Rubber Boots. 


A rubber boot with a hole in it is one 
f the most useless things it is possible 
to imagine, and in ordinary hands one 
of the most difficult things to repair.— 
The following simple receipt on this 
point, from the Christian Weekly may be 
found worth remembering: 

“Cut virgin or native India-rubber with 
t wet knife into the thinest possible 
slices, and with shears divide these into 
threads as fine as fine yarn. Put a small 
quantity of the shre ds (say one-tenth or 
less of the:eapacity of the bottle) into s 
wide mouthed bottle and fill it three- 
quarters s full of benzine of good quality, 
| pe rfectly free from oil. The rubber will 
swell up almost immediate ‘ly,and ina few 


| days, especially if often shaken, assumes 


the consistency of honey. If it inclines 


to remain in undissolved masses, more 
benzine must be added; but if too thin 
and watery. it needs more rubber. — 
A piece of solid rubber the size of 

walnut will make a pint of the cement. 
This cement dries in a few minutes, and 
by using three coats in the usual man- 
ner, will unite leather straps, patches, 
rubber soles, backs of boots, &c., with 


exceeding firmness.”
